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‘Living hell’ for 
care home OAPs

FRAIL pensioners are 
being “put through 
living hell” because of 
continual delays in 
moving them out of 
their care home. 

Residents at Keith 
Leonard House in Soham 
have been “living out of 
cardboard boxes” for 
weeks and now face hav¬ 
ing no telephone lines for 
more than a week. 

Sanctuary Housing, which 
manages the care home in Lode 
Close, is currently trying to 
move the residents into a new 
building in the town called Mill 
Brook House. 

Residents - the majority of 
whom are in their 80s and 90s - 
and their families were initially 
told the move would be on 
Monday, November 22. 

As a result, they packed all 
their belongings away in boxes. 

However, Sanctuary Housing 
bosses then delayed it until 
Sunday, November 28 - giving 
no explanation to residents. 

But the move was then 
further delayed to Tuesday, 
December 7 - and again to 


Saturday, December 18 - the 
weekend before Christmas. 

One woman, whose ill 
mother lives at the care home, 
has described her fury to the 
Weekly News. 

She said: “Mum is so de¬ 
pressed and poorly. She suffers 
with asthma as it is and the 
stress and upheaval of all this is 
making her have asthma 
attacks most days. 

“But it’s not just her - all the 


residents, who are all frail and 
in their 80s and 90s, are being 
put through living hell. 

“They’re living out of 
cardboard boxes because they 
thought they were moving out 
weeks ago and Sanctuary 
Housing couldn’t care less. 

“Everyone’s walking around 
this blank building not knowing 
what to do with themselves and 
it’s playing on their minds. 

“This isn’t how vulnerable 


elderly people should be made 
to live - at least not without an 
explanation.” 

The woman, who did not 
want to be named, said her 
mother’s and other residents’ 
telephone lines were cut off on 
Tuesday, despite the move 
scheduled to take place 11 days 
later. 

She said: “Now mum can’t get 
in touch with me if she needs 
me until they finally move. 


“It’s absolutely horrendous. 

“She’s so worried and I know 
for a fact all the other residents 
are too - not to mention how 
distressed we are.” 

In December 2008, Sanctuary 
Housing was given planning 
permission to build Mill Brook 
House, a new care home to 
cater for 87 residents. 

Keith Leonard House will be 
demolished once the residents 
have been re-located and the 
new centre is completed. 

The woman said: “Usually at 
this time of the year they would 
be having Christmas carol 
singers visiting them and really 
getting into the festive spirit. 

“Christmas this year has 
been ruined for them and 
Sanctuary Housing should be 
ashamed of itself.” 

fohn Walsh, managing 
director at Bramall Con¬ 
struction, the main contractor 
at Keith Leonard House, said 
“We are aware that there have 
been some delays to the com¬ 
pletion of phase one of the new 
extra care facility at Lode Close 
in Soham. 

“The adverse weather con¬ 
ditions over the last week have 
prevented us from completing 
some of the planned work to 
the scheme and have con¬ 
tributed to us being behind 
schedule.

Woman in court on 
child sex charge 

A WOMAN has appeared before court 
accused of having sex with a child. 
Diane Pullar, 31, faces six charges in 
total - five of which are engaging in 
sexual activity with a child under the 
age of 16 between April 30 and July 31 
last year. 

She is also accused of causing a child 
under the age of 13 to engage in a 
sexual activity. 

Pullar, of Tithe Road, Chatteris, 
appeared at Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday, where she pleaded not 
guilty to all six counts. 

The case was adjourned until January 
17, when Pullar will stand trial. She was 
released on conditional bail. 

Plans appeal started 

A PLANNING appeal has been 
launched after proposals to demolish 
sheds and build two properties in their 
place were refused. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
turned down plans to carry out the 
work at 2, The Vineyards, Ely, earlier 
this year. 

The proposals also involve forming 
cart shed parking, some new cart 
shed parking for Vineyard House and 
creating new access onto The 
Vineyards. 

The plans were refused by the 
council’s planning chiefs after 
residents voiced concerns about the 
site being overdeveloped. 

The applicant has now lodged an 
appeal with the Planning Inspectorate. 
Residents have until January 7 to 
comment on the appeal.

At Ely Magistrates’ Court, Howe, of 
York Road, Sutton admitted driving 
without due care and attention and one 
count of failing to report an accident. 
Unrepresented in court, Howe said he 
did not have anything to say about the 
incident. 

Howe also had five penalty points put 
on his licence, was fined £140 and 
ordered to pay £15 victim surcharge.

A Ford Fiesta had veered off the road 
in Hale Fen, Littleport, and the driver 
left the vehicle.

Cathedral art may sell for £15k 


A NINETEENTH century painting of 
Ely Cathedral is expected to fetch 
more than £10,000 at auction. 

The imposing painting, mastered 
by artist Keeley Halswelle in 1886, is 
going under the hammer at 
Sotheby’s upcoming prestigious 
Victorian and Edwardian Art sale in 
London. 

It shows the majestic cathedral 
with a steam train passing in the 
foreground. 


Experts believe the painting will 
fetch between £10,000 and £15,000. 

Simon Toll, a specialist in 
Victorian and Edwardian paintings, 
said: “This large and imposing 
painting of Ely depicts the contrast of 
the old and the new - the majestic 
ancient cathedral standing as a 
symbol of the glory of the past while 
the stream train in the foreground 
captures the industry and innovation 
of the modern world. 


“Painted in 1886, this picture was 
a very modern image and one that 
captured the spirit of the age, the 
endeavour of the most forward- 
thinking country in the world. 

“Its creator, Keeley Halswelle, had 
been an illustrator for the Illustrated 
London News in his youth and was, 
therefore, an artist with his finger on 
the pulse of contemporary life.” 

The auction is being held on 
Thursday, December 16. 



Blind drag artist set 
for castaway caper 


EUROPE'S only blind 
professional drag artist 
is to take to the stage 
this week in his village 
pantomime. 

Billy Baxter, 46, lost his 
sight in 1997 while serving 
with the British Army in 
Bosnia. 

After 21 years in the forces, 
he developed a rare 
condition called optical 
neuro retinity and was 
discharged in 2000 after he 
lost all of his vision. 

But the professional drag 
artist’s disability has never 
failed to stop him and he is 
well-known in Cambridge¬ 
shire for his determination 
and daredevil personality. 

The father-of-three, who 
lives with his family in 
Alexander Chase, Ely, is 
currently studying perform¬ 
ing arts and drama at 
Cambridge Regional College. 

Each morning he indepen¬ 
dently gets the bus from Ely 
to Cambridge and thrives on 
being able to lead a normal

everyday life, despite being in 
total darkness. 

But this month, Mr Baxter, 
who was born and grew up in 
Ely, has been given the 
opportunity to do what he 
loves best - dress up as a 
woman and act at the same 
time. 

He is starring as the dame, 
one of the principal parts, in 
Wilburton Theatre Group’s 
performance of Robinson 
Crusoe. 

Mr Baxter said: “I’m over 
the moon that the theatre 
group’s had the faith in me - 
they’ve given me such a big 
break. 

“When I’m on stage I forget 
I’m blind and, to be honest, 
most people don’t even 
realise I am. 

“I just navigate my way 
around the stage like I do 
around Ely - using landmarks 
to determine where I am. 

“There’s the odd bump 


now and again but the cast 
are quite good in keeping me 
away from the front of the 
stage.” 

Mr Baxter is also a keen 
charity fundraiser and has 
done a variety of daring 
stunts over the years in the 
name of charity. 

He said: “Acting gives me a 
huge sense of enjoyment and 
the joy with me being 
involved in pantomime is 
that it makes it even funnier. 

“It also helps breaks the 
barriers associated with 
disabilities, and I love 
nothing more than breaking 
the rules.” 

Robinson Crusoe is being 
staged at St Peter’s Hall in 
Wilburton from today until 
Saturday at 7.30pm each 
night.

Armed police are called to 
deal with shotgun fishermen 


MORE than 140 special 
constables will plug the 
gaps in Cambridgeshire’s 
frontline policing as 
savage cuts loom. 

As the force braces itself to 
slash £30 million from its £130 
million budget, it is hoping 
David Cameron’s ‘Big Society’ 
idea may help shore up policing 
services. 

The force has announced it is 
looking to increase the numbers 
of specials by a third. 

Cambridgeshire county coun¬ 
cillor Geoffrey Heathcock said: 
“There was absolutely no sub¬ 
stitute for having a proper and 
effective complement of full¬ 
time officers. If we are to see 
frontline officers cut, we will 
undoubtedly see a rise in crime 
and the vulnerable will be hit 
hardest.” 

Specialist “learning and dev¬ 
elopment” staff would help train 
the higher numbers of special 
constables (SCs) as they have 
more time available because of 
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the recruitment freeze on 
regular police and police 
community support officers. 

A report to Cambridgeshire 
Police Authority said: “Clearly, 
should regular force recruitment 
recommence, training staff 
support to special constabulary 
recruitment would be scaled 
back.” 

The report said it cost 
£340,000 to train, equip and 
cover the expenses of 170 SCs 
last year, but the volunteers 
provided 40,000 hours of duty to 
the force. Government ministers 
said they want to “unlock 
potential” of specials and would 
consider creating ranks of police 
reservists based on the Armed 
Forces model. 

The report added: “At a time of 
reduced resources and inc¬ 
reased demands, SCs, when 
effectively used, bring valued 
support to the constabulary and 
our local communities.” 


A GROUP of fishermen 
caused a shock when they 
fired a shotgun into a river in 
the hope of landing fresh 
pike. 

Several armed police 
officers and a helicopter were 
called out to Twenty Foot 
River in March to deal with 
reports of four men firing a 
12-bore shotgun at fish. 

Anglers raised the alarm 
after hearing gunshots and 
seeing the armed men 


carrying nets. 

A 33-year-old man, thought 
to come from Kazakhstan, 
was arrested in connection 
with the incident. He was 
detained on suspicion of 
discharging a firearm within 
50ft of a public highway, and 
was later released on bail 
pending further enquiries. 

A spokesman from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police said: “The 
arrested man was with some 
other men and the gun had 


been put in the car by the 
time we arrived.” 

Bruno Broughton, chair¬ 
man of the Professional 
Coarse Fisheries Association, 
said: “Poaching by immi¬ 
grants is a significant but 
localised problem. 

“Firing shotguns at fish 
used to be a thing game- 
keepers did to get rid of pike 
in trout fisheries. It is not a 
very clever or effective thing 
to do now though.” 


Trial for man accused 
of touching girls 

A 25-YEAR-OLD man accused of 
indecently assaulting underage girls 
has appeared before court. 

Richard Coveney, of Regent Avenue, 
March, faces four charges in total. 

He is charged with intentionally 
touching a girl aged 15 on August 3, 
intentionally touching a girl aged 15 
between August 27 and August 31, 
and intentionally touching a girl aged 
15 between August 1 and September 
30. 

Coveney also faces one count of 
intentionally touching a girl aged 13 
between August 1 and September 30. 
He appeared at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Monday, having entered 
earlier not guilty pleas to all four 
charges. Coveney will stand trial at the 
court on April 11. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth ordered he 
be remanded in custody until that date. 

Planning appeal bid 

A WOMAN has launched a planning 
appeal after her proposals were 
thrown out by council officers. 

Dr Rosemary Westwell, of Common 
Road, Witchford, wants to build a 
detached two-storey dwelling on land 
at her home. 

She applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning 
permission earlier this year but the 
proposals were refused. 

Dr Westwell has now lodged an appeal 
against the decision with the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

Residents have until January 6, next 
year to comment on the appeal.

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Passengers join dispute over 
locked gate at rail station 


A ROW about a locked 
gate at Ely railway 
station has escalated. 

Last week, the Weekly News 
reported how rail passengers 
claimed they were being put 
in danger at the city’s station 
because a side gate is being 
locked throughout the day 

Previously, cyclists used the 
gate to access the platforms 
and lock their bikes before 
boarding their train. But now 
the gate is locked from 
9.30am-4.30pm each day, 
forcing cyclists to use the 
station’s main entrance. 

National Express East 
Anglia (NEEA) said the British 
Transport Police (BTP) had 
advised them to lock the gate 
during off-peak travel times 
to reduce the number of 
bicycle thefts at the station. 

However, passengers said 
people’s safety is being put at 
risk and that collisions 
between pedestrians and 
bicycles are becoming more 
frequent. 

Now they have hit out 
about the gate’s closure and 
say they the company is 
exaggerating the reasons for 
it. 

Robin Pearl, who 
commutes from Ely every

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day, said: “I was told by them 
that it was to stop access 
from the station to the car 
park to reduce vandalism - a 
different story to the one they 
are saying now.” 

Last week, NEEA said they 
had received “positive 
comments” about the gate 
being locked and that they 
would keep the situation 
“under review”. 

Commuter, Marie Winters, 
from Haddenham, said: 
“How NEEA can say 
passengers have welcomed 
the move is beyond me - it’s 
caused nothing but drama.” 

She added: “I think NEEA is 
exaggerating any issues they 
have to make closing the gate 
seem a necessity, but really it 
isn’t.” 

A National Express East 
Anglia spokesperson said: 
“We are taking the 
necessary action to ensure 
the side gate entrance at Ely 
station will be open during 
the times which were 
specified, to provide an 
additional exit point for our 
customers.”

A HELP for Heroes 
fundraiser was almost 
forced to cancel a 
charity sale after she 
was threatened with 
arrest. 

Kind-hearted Debbie 
Smith, 33, planned to sell 
cups of hot mulled wine at 
the annual Christmas 
market in March on 
Saturday, to help injured 
servicemen and women. 

But Fenland District 
Council officer Mike Chap¬ 
man spotted her advert in a 
local newspaper and 
contacted her to warn her 
she could be arrested and 
prosecuted because she did 
not have a licence to sell 
booze. 

The mother-of-one, who 
lives in March and has 
already raised £2,000 for 
Flelp the Heroes through a 
range of fundraising stints, 
described the decision as 
“crazy”'. 

She said: “'I clearly 
explained my fundraising 
plan to the council from day 
one and they said every- 
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thing would be fine because 
they had a licence to cover 
it. 

“All it was going to be was 
a tiny little ladle of mulled 
wine and a few mince pies 
for a good cause. 

“It’s just crazy that they 
won’t let the stall go ahead. 

“I'm raising money for a 
great cause and I just think 
it’s a real shame that a local 
authority has decided not to 
support the cause. 

“The kind of people I 
would be serving are not 
going to have a glass of 
mulled wine and then go off 
and break a shop window.” 

She had planned to raise 
around £300 by selling 15 
bottles of hot mulled wine 
by the cup and mince pies 
at the Christmas market, 
being held every Saturday in 
the town. 

Mrs Smith had spent 
£100 on public liability 
costs, a raffle licence and 
paying for a criminal 


records check and was told 
by a council worker the sale 
could go ahead. 

But after placing an 
advert in the local news¬ 
paper she was contacted by 
Mr Chapman, who said she 
was breaking a ban on the 
sale of alcohol. 

He told her she could not 
proceed with her planned 
fundraising because she 
would be breaching alcohol 
licensing laws banning the 
sale or consumption in 
March town centre. 

A spokesman for Fenland 
District Council confirmed 
the ban on mulled wine but 
said the rest of Mrs Smith’s 
sale could go ahead. 

He said: “Once we were 
made aware of exactly what 
she had in mind, we pulled 
out all the stops to help her. 
But the fact is that we have 
to abide by the law. 

“Anyone who wants to 
hold a street collection or 
raffle has to have a licence. 

“That normally takes two 
weeks to process, but in this 
case we managed to rush it 
through.”

Rail plan snub for 
local commuters 



THOUSANDS of extra seats 
are being added to commuter 
train services across the 
country this month. 

However, services from Ely and 
Littleport will be given none. 

Details published by First Capital 
Connect show that 41 extra train 
carriages are being added to the 
tracks from December 12. 

Cambridge will gain 1,100 extra 
rush-hour seats. Royston and Foxton 
will also benefit but Ely and 
Littleport will be given no extra seats. 

In Ely, as of December 12, the 
6.54am service from Ely to London 
King’s Cross will depart at 6.47am 
and the 7.54am service will leave at 
7.46am. 

First Capital Connect says the 
changes will “improve performance 
in the morning peak”. 

In Littleport, the 7.45am service to 
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King’s Cross will depart at 7.39am 
and an additional service is being 
added at 5.18am to provide an 
earlier first train to London. 
Passengers are also urged to look out 
for minor changes to evening 
services. 

The news comes just days after 
North East Cambridgeshire MP 
Stephen Barclay challenged the 
Secretary of State for Transport, MP 
Philip Hammond, to extend the 
Thameslink service beyond 
Cambridge to King’s Lynn. 

He said the upgrades would 
provide much-needed additional 
services in Ely and Littleport. 

Mr Barclay said the current 
modelling used by the Government 
is overestimating journeys between 


cities such as Cambridge and 
London, and downplaying those 
which use the routes from stopping 
stations such as Littleport. 

He said: “I am very concerned 
that, once again, investment in our 
transport infrastructure focuses on 
city to city transport and ignores the 
increased population growth in rural 
areas like North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“It is very disappointing that local 
people who have paid through their 
taxes towards the £5.5 billion cost of 
Thameslink should miss out on the 
direct link to London and Gatwick 
airport, which the programme 
should offer from stations like Ely 
and Littleport.” 

Mr Hammond has since said that 
there was “scope” to add stations 
including Ely and Littleport into the 
next round of changes ahead of a 
decision being made in 2014. 


Village conservation issues mean 
plan for two-bed house is rejected 


CONTROVERSIAL proposals to 
demolish an outbuilding and 
build a two-bedroom house in its 
place have been thrown out by 
planners. 

Mr and Mrs R Poulter applied 
for planning permission to carry 
out the work on Main Street, Little 
Thetford. 

They wanted to demolish an 
outbuilding at number 2 and 
construct a two-bedroom house 
and garage, with access from 
Watsons Lane, on the site. 

However, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 
committee has refused the 
application. 

It comes after concerns were 
raised by Little Thetford Parish 
Council, conservation officers 
and nearby residents. 

In a report, the parish council 
said the development “appeared 
as a large building on a small 


plot” and was “out of keeping with 
the character of the area, 
particularly in respect of the 
proximity of Grade II listed 
buildings”. 

The parish council was also 
worried about “overdevelopment 
compared with the surrounding 
area”. 

The district council also 
received four objections from 
residents in Main Street. 
Concerns included proximity, 
visual impact, overbearing 
characteristics, loss of privacy, 
parking, noise, drainage and 
access. 

Conservation officers said: “The 
overall design is not of sufficient 
quality and will have a 
detrimental impact on the wider 
setting of the listed buildings. 

“Consent should not be granted 
from a conservation viewpoint.” 

A similar application to build 


on the land was submitted earlier 
this year, but was withdrawn after 
officers asked for site boundaries 
and the extent of the existing 
dwelling to be clarified. 

The district council’s planning 
committee followed the planning 
officers’ recommendation on 
December 1 and refused the 
application. 

The report said: “Proposals that 
fail to enhance the character, 
appearance and quality of an area 
are not acceptable. 

“The proposal, by reason of its 
form, location and scale, would 
appear cramped in the street 
scene and out of character with 
the pattern of development. 

“This proposal is contrary to 
the national and local policies.” 

Other concerns raised about 
the proposals included drainage 
and an increase in traffic close to 
a green area in the village.

A COUNCIL has 
been awarded 
extra funding to 
allow a flood- 
prevention 
scheme to go 
ahead in a 
village.

flooding. 

The money was 
awarded to help 
properties in Little- 
port which have 
been blighted by 
flooding in the past. 

However, the cost

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for the work esca¬ 
lated by nearly 
£30,000 and the 
council feared that it 
might stop the 
scheme from going 
ahead. 

Now, after dis¬ 
cussions with Defra 
and an additional 
bid by council 
officers, the nec¬ 
essary funds have 
been secured. It 
means work can 
now start to protect 
those homes. 

Cllr Parramint 
said: “When we 
received the initial 
grant of £100,000 to 
tackle flooding in 
these areas of Little- 
port it was great 
news. 

“However, it soon 
became apparent 
that we needed to 
make some changes 
to our initial plans to 
tackle the problem 
after seeking advice 
from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency. 

“We had feared 
the worst when the 
bill for the revised 
scheme came in, but 
thanks to some hard 
work from officers 
we have managed to 
get the money we 
needed from the 
Government.” 

The work is 
expected to be 
completed by the 
end of March 2011.

It comes after East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council vowed 
to crack down on anti-social 
behaviour in the city. 

In October, the authority 
announced it wanted a designation 
order for the non-consumption of 
alcohol to stop people getting drunk 
on Cathedral Green, Cross Green, St 
Mary’s Green and Cherry Hill. 

A public consultation on the plans 
has since been carried out - the 
results of which were put before the 
council’s community services 
committee last Thursday. 

The committee heard how the 
council received one letter and 10 
emails from people raising their 
views. 

All of those were in support of the 
orders. 

The authority also had five 
requests for the orders to be 
extended to cover additional public 
spaces in Ely. 

Ste Thornley, head of policy and 
performance at the council, said: 
“The public consultation went 
extremely well. 

“It is clear that there is support 
and a need for these designation 
orders to be put in place. 
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“We received not one adverse 
comment about them. 

“These orders give the police the 
powers they need to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour in some of Ely’s 
most-used open spaces, while 
allowing people to enjoy things like 
picnics at the same time.” 

If approved, the order would not 
prevent sociable drinking such as at 
public events or picnics. 

But people drinking alcohol and 
causing nuisance or disorder would 
be subject to police punishment. 

The same order was used in Ely’s 
lubilee Gardens earlier this year, 
following complaints about drink- 
related anti-social behaviour there. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman of 
the community services committee, 
said: “It is really important to stress 
that if approved this will not stop 
anyone from drinking alcohol in the 
park if they are socialising with 
friends or having a family picnic. 

“This order is to stop the 
consumption of alcohol when it 
creates the potential for disorder or 
causes an annoyance to others.” 

The decision on whether to 
impose the orders will be made at a 
full council meeting in February

Miss Mardell said: “The 
signallers approached them as 
they could see it was getting 
heated and they asked if she was 
okay. 

“She said she was upset so the 
police were called.” 

Gernon, 28, of Kenny Hill, 
pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday to a charge of 
using words or behaviour to 
cause alarm, harassment or 
distress. 

The court heard how Miss 


Hayes refused to give police a 
statement. 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, 
said: “My client has known Miss 
Hayes for around six years and 
they have been together for a 
year. 

“He had just started a new job 
which involved a lot of travelling 
and it was causing friction in their 
relationship. 

“She had packed her bags and 
was returning to Manchester, 
which is where she is originally 
from. 

“That’s why they were at the 
train station and the argument 
just continued at the station. 

“She accepts she was as wrong 
as him in the incident, which is 
why she didn’t give a statement to 
the police.” 

Magistrates fined Gernon £200 
and ordered him to pay £85 court 
costs and £15 victim surcharge.

Drug addict gets 
one last chance 


A WOMAN was caught 
with a wrap of heroin in 
her living room after police 
raided her home early in 
the morning. 

Officers swooped on Debbie 
Featley’s flat as part of a 
crackdown on drug users and 
suspected dealers in the Ely area. 

Police smashed their way into 
her property in St Mary’s Street, 
Ely, on November 10 and found 
the heroin on the coffee table in 
her living room. 

Featley, 30, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday 
where she pleaded guilty to 
possessing a controlled Class A 
drug. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “A search warrant was 
executed at Featley’s address. 

“Officers found a piece of silver 
foil on the coffee table with a 
brown paste on it. 

“Tests proved the brown 
substance was indeed heroin.”

The bench heard how on July 
15 Featley was given a 12-month 
conditional discharge by 
magistrates after she pleaded 
guilty to possessing heroin and 
cannabis. 

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said: “Featley may be in breach of 
her conditional discharge but I 
would urge you to give her 
another chance. 

“She is now working with 
Addaction and is taking pres¬ 
cribed methadone in order to 
fight her heroin addiction. 

“At the time of the raid, she had 
missed an appointment with 
Addaction and, therefore, missed 
out on her prescription. 

“Featley hopes to go to Spain 
this Christmas to be with her 
father. 

“She has a lot of support from 


her parents and wants to get 
away from Ely. 

“When she is in Ely that is 
when her problems come back.” 

Janet South, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, fined Featley £65 and 
ordered her to pay £20 court 
costs and £15 victim surcharge. 

Mrs South also extended her 
conditional discharge for a 
further 18 months and ordered 
forfeiture and destruction of the 
drug. 

She said: “We’re giving you this 
one last chance. 

“You need all the support from 
Addaction you can get in order to 
keep off the drugs.” 

The raids on November 10 saw 
six people arrested on drug 
charges. 

Properties in Ely, Soham, 
Littleport and Witchford were 
targeted.

The big film 



LONDON BOULEVARD 
certificate 18 104m 

BOASTING an all-star cast and 
penned by William Monahan, the 
Oscar-winning screenwriter of 
Martin Scorsese’s crime thriller 
The Departed, London Boulevard 
has all the elements to make it a 
top-notch gangster movie. 

But if a Scorsese film’s the 
cinematic equivalent of an 
intricately crafted revolver, then 
this is simply a replica. It looks 
good on the surface and does 
what’s called of it, but offers 
nothing new or interesting to the 
genre. 

The climactic scene should 
surprise audiences but the journey 
to that point is a predictable one, 
with Monahan seemingly having 
checked off a ’must-do’ list for 
gritty London gangster movies - 
down to the gratuitous lap dancing 
shots. 

Reworked from a crime novel by 
Ken Bruen, itself a pastiche of 
Sunset Boulevard, it stars a 
’cockney-fied’ Colin Farrell as 
Mitchel, an ex-con who emerges 
from Pentonville Prison ready to 
make a fresh start. 

Lacking funds and a place to stay, 
it’s not long before he’s sucked 


back into London’s underbelly 
alongside his old mate, Billy (Ben 
Chaplin). But Mitchel’s success on 
the streets soon catches the eye of 
ruthless crime boss Gant (Ray 
Winstone). 

Seeing Mitchel as a potentially 
valuable asset, Gant extends a 
lucrative job offer to him - only for 
it to be rebuffed. 

“You don’t want me to be a 
gangster, nobody wants me to be 
a gangster ’cos I could not stop if I 
started. You’d be the first to die,” 
Mitchel tells Gant over dinner in 
one of the film’s most impressive 
scenes. 


As Mitchel is soon to discover to 
his cost, no-one turns down Gant 
and the final third of the film 
becomes increasingly vicious in a 
deadly game of cat and mouse. 

It’s to Farrell’s credit that he can 
chop and change between being a 
cold-hearted villain and a tender 
protector, looking out for his 
troubled sister (Anna Friel) and 
Charlotte, a reclusive actress 
played by an under-stretched Keira 
Knightley, who employs Mitchel to 
protect her from paparazzi. 

A relationship ensues but the love 
story never feels more than a sub¬ 
plot.

Audi opens order book on the 
RS3, the first compact RS 


THE first-ever compact class 
Audi RS model opens for UK 
ordering this week priced at 
£39,900, with first deliveries 
expected to begin in April. 

The revered RS badge, as 
always, provides an evocative 
five-cylinder soundtrack for 
spring. The newcomer takes 
the five-door Sportback 
version of the A3 as the 
foundation and, in deference 
to the classic quattros of the 
Eighties, endows it with a 
turbocharged five-cylinder 
petrol engine that employs 
21st century TFSI turbo 
charging and direct injection 
technology. 

First seen in the TT RS, this 
all-new unit fills the cabin with 
a rich, bass-heavy five- 
cylinder tone as it channels 
336bhp and 450Nm of torque 
to the road through a standard 
seven-speed 
S tronic twin-clutch 
transmission and quattro all- 
wheel-drive. A sound flap in 
the exhaust branch intensifies 


the sound even further when 
the driver presses the Sport 
button, which also varies 
throttle response. 

Maximum torque is readily 
available at the low end of the 
rev range, from around 1,600 
rpm, and remains constant up 
to 5,300 revolutions, making 
for excellent flexibility and 
response. 

As befits an RS model the 
impressive output of this 
engine is reflected in an 
exceptional 0-62mph sprint 
time of just 4.6 seconds and 
an electronically governed 
155mph top speed. Yet less 
predictably, this rapidity 
doesn’t rule out the potential 
for up to 31 mpg, according to 
the combined cycle test. 

The efficiency of the RS 3 
Sportback is due in large part 
to a delivery-on-demand oil 
pump and a regenerative 
system that recovers energy 
as the car decelerates, but is 
also facilitated by weight¬ 
saving measures including the 


use of strong but light 
vermicular graphite for the 
engine block and carbon 
fibre-reinforced plastic (CFRP) 
for the front wings. 

These help to keep the kerb 
weight of the new RS 3 down 
to 1,575kg, to keep C02 
output down to 212g/km and, 
equally importantly, to elevate 
the power-to-weight ratio to 
an impressive 212bhp per 
tonne. 

Thanks to quattro, the 
propulsive power can be 
distributed to each axle as 
needed. Whenever slip occurs 
at one of the axles, an electric 
pump intervenes at lightning 
speed to increase the oil 
pressure. 

The pump presses the 
clutch plates together, thereby 
permitting the torque to be 
redirected accordingly. 

Thanks to a powerful 
accumulator, this process 
takes just a few milliseconds.

Soft drinks deal Is 
central to this year’s 
anti drlnk-drlve ads 


DESIGNATED drivers will be 
offered a buy one, get one 
free deal on soft drinks in 
pubs as part of the 
Government’s Christmas 
anti-drink-drive campaign 
launched yesterday. 

The Government’s road safety 
campaign Think! has joined 
Coca-Cola to offer the drinks in 
more than 8,000 participating 
pubs. 

The offer is in addition to radio 
advertising, posters in pub 
toilets and online search activity 
in a campaign that will run until 
January 2. 

Launching the campaign, road 
safety minister Mike Penning 
said: “Drivers should be in no 
doubt that if they get behind the 
wheel after drinking this 
Christmas, they risk losing their 
licence as well as facing a fine 
and even a prison sentence. 

“Last year 380 people were 
killed in accidents where the 
driver was over the limit. That is 
why our message is clear: don’t 
drink and drive.” 

Chief Constable Mick 
Giannasi, head of roads policing 
with the Association of Chief 
Police Officers, said: “This year 
we are using information from 
the public to target those areas 
where drink-driving is a 
particular problem and so the 


chances of getting caught are 
greater than ever. 

“If the police stop a driver, and 
there is any suspicion that they 
have been drinking, then they 
will be asked to provide a breath 
test and drivers should be in no 
doubt that if they are found to be 
over the limit they will be 
brought before the courts. 

“Many drivers don’t realise 
that alcohol stays in the system 
for a number of hours, and that 
they could still be over the limit 
the next morning when driving 
to work or dropping the children 
off at school. That is why we are 
asking drivers to be safe, not 
sorry, this Christmas.” 

Coca-Cola Great Britain and 
Ireland manager Jon Woods said: 
“This Christmas we’re proud to 
be partnering with the 
Government’s Think! initiative to 
help raise awareness of 
responsible drinking.” 

As the campaign was 
launched, the AA released details 
of a poll of 18,251 of its members 
which showed that the most 
popular excuse for drinking and 
driving is, “It’s only down the 
road”. 

The next most-heard excuse is, 
“I’ve had food so that will have 
soaked the alcohol up”. 

Other frequent excuses are: 
“It’s been a while since the last 
drink”, or “There won’t be any 


traffic around” or “I won’t get 
caught”. 

As many as 67 per cent of 18 to 
24-year-olds had heard the “only 
down the road” excuse and 35 
per cent the “I won’t get caught” 
response. 

The AA/Populus poll, released 
yesterday, revealed that more 
young drivers had heard excuses 
for drink-driving than older 
motorists. 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “There is no excuse for 
drink-driving. Drivers must 
accept responsibility and stop 
making excuses for drink¬ 
driving. A short journey or a low- 
perceived risk of being caught 
are not valid excuses for breaking 
the law and putting lives at risk. 

“The ‘it’s only down the road’ 
excuse can easily end up with a 
trip to the morgue. Our key 
message is, if you are going to 
drink, don’t drive, and if you are 
going to drive, don’t drink.” 

The AA has joined drinks 
company Pernod Ricard UK in a 
national Christmas anti-drink- 
drive campaign. 

Pernod Ricard UK’s chief 
executive Jean-Manuel Spriet 
said: “We all have a role to play in 
preventing drink-driving. Those 
that hear the excuses can accept 
responsibility too - by pointing 
out that the excuse does not 
justify the risk.”
